Gang, 
Here is some info on Spice. 


1. SPICE - Simulation Program for Integrated Circuit Emphasis 
Version SPICE2G.6 is public domain and may be found 
on the Internet but it is a large FORTRAN code. 


2.  PSpice - program by MicroSim, designed to work in a PC environment. 
Student version (the free one) limited to 10 semiconductors 
and 25 nodes. 


For beginners I recommend, "PSpice A Tutorial" by L.H. Fenical. Then 
read everything else you can get your hands on in the library or the book 
store. Cost me $25.20 (plus taxes) in paperback for this book. 


For the advanced, a must is "SPICE Practical Device Modeling" by 

Ron Kielkowski published by McGraw-Hill ISBN 0-07-911524-1 and it cost 
me $61.44 before taxes in hardcover, but well worth the price. It comes 
with software. 


The software in Ron Kielkowski's book is available at no charge as long 
as the distributing party does not make money. So on Monday I'll have 
Jim announce a directory from which you can ftp it. There are two files 


install.bat - 33,282 bytes 
rs34.exe - 1,245,791 bytes 


This program is unbelievable!! It is not limited on number of nodes and 

it has a graphics package to die for. Wait til you run it. Must have 

386 or better with couple of megs of memory and a floating point co-processor. 
But it is fast. Because of the size you'll have to ftp it and you must 
remember to set your transfer to binary or you'll waste your time and 

energy. Make sure the final file sizes on your disk match the above. 

Run the install.bat and read the READ.ME file. You're on your own. 


There is a support form so that you have $29.95, $59.95, and $89.95 level 
options with phone support only at the higher prices. Having a copy of 
the book will be the only way to figure out the chapter directories, 

but the rspice and rgraph programs are what you really need to get started. 
So don't bother them unless you buy the support, that's how they stay in 
business. This is SPICE2G.6 for the PC. 


So with the 2N2222 contest some people are using SPICE to model some 

basic circuits. Here is a sample. Taking the amp on page 11, figure 9(a) 
of the Solid State Design book by W7ZOI and W1FB as a start and then the 
ciruit values shown below from Fenical's book. I reduced the power from 
around 30mW down to 12mW per stage or 1mA per transistor for RF and IF amps. 
Nearly 40dB gain per stage with good S/N values and a wide band of 
frequencies at which this circuit will work. 


FYI 


The netlist is a good way to relay circuits in ASCII and schematic easy 
to generate from same. Node 0 is always ground. The nodes always follow 
the first field for each part. Transistor is C B E for its three nodes. 


I'll put the schematic on the web page sometime Monday or Tuesday and post. 
Also the graph of the gain vs frequency.

Gang, 
Looking for someone who can give me a sanity check on a project here. 


I've been looking for the right LED for a QRP camplight. The purpose is 
to provide light to operate by. This is not a flashlight to walk by. 


I've determined that most LEDs focus at a distance long enough to make = 
it impractical to use. My test is that the light has to illuminate a = 
Wilderness NorCal logbook and not be more than 6 inches away (high). = 
This would allow the lamp to be mounted after a fasion on a NC-40 or = 
Sierra. 


So, having this big bag of sample LEDs I bought, I ended up with one of = 


the 18,000 MCD superbright 10 mm. jobs. This one is red. The one you 
get from Hosfelt or Radio Shack is Orange. Not much difference except 
the red doesn't mess up your night vision. 


If you have one of these and are still interested, try this. Grab a = 
sharp saw - X-Acto razor saw or sharp coping saw. Saw off the lens = 
about halfway between the tip of the dome and the substrate holder. = 
Polish it up as good as you can with your Arkansas stone. Of course, if 
you build telescope mirrors, you know more about polishing things than I 
will ever know. (You DO know what an Arkansas stone is, don't you :-) 


Now, I find that 2 AA batteries is about right to light this LED through 
a 500 ohm pot. I have adjusted mine to 10 ma. and find that the glow is 
just about right to be able to read by. You can get it a bunch brighter 


by running the current up to 40 or 50 ma. 10 ma seems to be a pretty 
good QRP light, though. If you like what you see, let me know. I do = 
have excellent night vision. I think that 2 or 3 of these in series and = 
in a row would make a nice lamp for your QRP wilderness station. If = 
they were mounted on a swivel so that it laid flat against the top of = 
the rig for travel but could be swung up and out over the logbook and = 
front of the rig for operation it should work pretty well. Of course, = 
the avid rig modifier will put a pot on the back of the rig so that the = 
illumination can be adjusted from very dim to very bright. Whatever. 


You could probably find a different LED that had a much more diffuse = 
pattern but I like these superbrights. Cranked up to 40 ma. them make a = 
pretty good flashlight. 


Oh, the big superbright LED from R/S is an orange device rated at 18,000 
mcd. The one advertised by Hosfelt at 18000 - 36000 mcd seems to be the 
identical LED. I can't tell any difference in their brightness. I = 
think the 18000 mcd is a 20ma rating and the 36000 mcd is cranked up to = 
50 ma full tilt bogey. So far, 2 AA carbon zinc batteries do not have = 
the sock to burn one of these out. I assume that you will want to use = 
your regular 12 vdc source for portable operation. Using 3 or 4 of = 
these in series is no problem. No point in heating up a voltage = 
dropping resistor if you have perfectly good LEDs to use. Three would = 
probably be enough and would spread the light evenly over an area a foot 
wide, me thinks. 


Now who will come up with the perfect mechanical arrangement?

The fit of the magnet in the K8FF NorCal paddle kit is not critical as is 
the Paddle Shaft/Bearing fit. The magnet needs simply to stay in place. I 
found that a 1/4 inch drill would produce a hole that varied between a light 
press fit and a sliding fit. (magnets measure .2500-.2515 inch dia.) It is 
recommended that if the magnet is a sliding fit in the center block that a 
drop of epoxy or ‘super' glue be used to secure the magnet. No muss, no 
fuss, no rough stuff. 

The magnet material is extremely hard (how well I know), and would most 
likely destroy a knurl used with any serious intention...The forces involved 
here are so small a set screw would likely be overkill, a bit of any modern 
miracle adheseve would serve well here. Not to be ignored is the esthetic 
effect of a set screw in the top of the center block. Apply a drop of glue, 
center the magnet, feel the Zen...72 Doug KE6RIE 

...That's what so neat about this kit - you build it, tune it, dial it in, 
polish it, your feel, your look, then you use it...what could be finer?

It is nice when it 
works the first time isn't it! The motorboat problem some of you have 
mentioned is a result of some RF creeping into pin 6 of the LM386. Placing 
a .Q1uf capacitor across pin 6 and ground (pins 3+4) will eliminate the 
problem. 


The version I will be sending out on the "blue film" is CORRECT. It 
will even include the "enhancement" (which was just made Friday) that 
eliminates the motorboating problem some of you have mentioned.

Yeah, that probably could have something to do with your opinion of the 
Circad demo. :-) 


Really, the demo version of Circad is very usable for drawing and printing 
small and simple schematics. I've done one circuit using it, that has, I 
think, around 225 to 250 components. I did it as 2 pages (part of the 
circuit on page 1 and part of the circuit on page 2). It's very easy, then, 
to generate a full netlist from both pages, and the parts weren't ‘crammed ' 
in so tight on each 8 1/2 in. by 11 in. page, that it was difficult to read 
it. 


What I've found with the Circad demo, is that it is much easier to use, even 
with the limited documentation, than some of the other ‘commercial’ packages 
that I've seen and used, but the Circad demo is much more 'functional' and 
much more 'powerful' than any of the 'shareware' CAD packages that I've seen 
(other than the PADS shareware version, and it is a PAIN to learn to use). 
There are a few 'tricks' to using Circad, that I think are addressed pretty 
well in the Circad FAQ that is available from several different sources. If 
anyone wants that FAQ, I'll be happy to e-mail it to them. Eventually, I 
plan on havng Circad-related files available on my ‘business' Web Site. And 
if there are any other questions about Circad, I'd be happy to try to answer 
(there's still a lot that I don't know about, but I have been messing with it 
for quite a while now). 


By the way, here's how the menus work in Circad - there are 3 ways to get the 
menu to show up: Press the left mouse button (but only if another function 
hasn't already been selected, so I usually don't use this method to get the 


menu), Press the Space Bar, or Press the first letter of the 'main' menu 
selection that you want (this is the one that I ususally use, now that I 
remember the 'main' selections). 


For example, if you want the File menu, then just press 'F' at any time. If 
you want to Place A Component on the screen, then press 'P' (Place), and then 
press 'C' (Component). It's really simple and fast. I've seen some CAD 
packages that took 4 or 5 key presses to get to the same point that 2 key 
presses will get you, in Circad. 


Another thing that caught me, was that when I tried to print out a schematic, 
it was too 'light' - I couldn't see some of it very well. The program 
defaults to use a pen plotter, so if you tell it to use anything other than a 
pen plotter, you need to tell it to print ‘darker’. To do this, select 
Plotter Out, from the File menu (just as if you are going to print), and 
change all of the numbers that you'll see, in the first screen that comes up, 
to '7' (there'll be a list showing Master, Symbols, Signal, etc. These are 
the different 'levels' on the schematic and PC boards. The number 7 
indicates to print 'black'). 


These things that I've mentioned above, are covered in the FAQ, if I'm 
remembering correctly. 


I haven't used the circuit board layout portion of Circad, much, but it seems 
to be pretty easy to use, too, from what little that I've messed around with 
Te, 


Rob, maybe as we all do more with CAD, you can give us some helpful ‘tips’. 
I know that I would sure appreciate any help that I could get from you.

Here's something else to watch for: 


Each schematic 'file' can have it's own library 'set'. When you create a New 
schematic file, certain library files are included, automatically. 


If you want to include another file (for example, I've got a file that I 
added extra components to, called 'myschi.sch'), so it's components will be 
in the 'list' of components when entering a '?', as Steve mentioned above, it 
needs to be added to the ‘list' of libraries for the schematic. Select the 
'Set' menu, and then ‘Library File'. You can then add up to 6 or 7 more 
parts library files, to be used with this schematic. 


Remember, when you add a parts library file this way, it is ONLY added for 
the schematic that is presently on the screen, and you do need to Save the 
schematic to save this additional parts library file. If you want this same 
parts library file added to another schematic, then you need to open that 
schematic and add the parts library file, and then save it. 


I hope I explained this clearly enough - it's a lot easier to do it than to 
explain how to do it. :-)
